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TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the 
County of Grafton, and the State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Carolina Crapo 
Memorial School, Sugar Hill, N. H. Tuesday the tenth 
day of March, 1964, A.D. at two o’clock in the afternoon, 
at which time the polls shall be open and shall not close 
earlier than eight o’clock in the afternoon, to act upon 
the following Articles, all articles except Articles 1 and 2 
to be considered at seven-thirty o’clock in the afternoon: 


Article 1. To choose a Delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention. 


Article 2. To vote on the question ‘Shall Sweep- 
stakes tickets be sold in this city or town’’. 


Article 3. To choose a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a 
term of three years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of 
Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public Welfare, a Library 
Trustee for a term of three years, a Road Agent, a Con- 
stable and any other elective officers for the coming year. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to establish an 
Aeronautical Fund, in accordance with Revised Statutes 
Annotated, Chapter 423:6. (if the vote on Article 4 is in 
the affirmative) 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Seven Hundred 
Eleven Dollars ($2,711.00) and pay such sum into the 
Aeronautical Fund. (if the vote on Article 5 is in the 
affirmative, pass over Article 6; if the vote on Article 5 is 
in the negative) 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Seven Hundred 
Eleven Dollars ($2,711.00) and pay such sum into the 

Aeronautical Fund and for this purpose to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow upon the note of the Town a sum not 
in excess of Two Thousand Seven Hundred Eleven Dollars 
(2,711.00) at such rate of interest and payable at such 
time and place, in accordance with Revised Statutes 
Annotated, Chapter 33, and amendments thereto, entitled 
“Municipal Finance Act,’ as the Selectman shall decide. 
(if the vote on Article 4 and Article 5 or 6 is in the af- 

firmative)

Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
the Selectmen, in accordance with Revised Statutes 
Annotated, Chapter 423:8, to transfer the sum of Two 
Thousand Seven Hundred Eleven Dollars ($2,711.00) 
from the Aeronautical Fund to the New Hampshire Aero- 
nautics Commission, said sum to be expended by said 
New Hampshire Aeronautics Commission on the White- 
field Regional Airport, so-called, in connection with the 
expansion of said airport facilities. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to review the 
Town Officers’ salaries and make any changes they deem 
necessary. 


Article 9. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges and make appropriations 
of the same as set forth in the following budget:

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Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $4,500.00 for the Sugar Hill Fire Department. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to request the 
assistance of the State Tax Commission in making a re- 
appraisal of all improved lands and buildings in order that 
there may be a better equalization of assessments and 
raise the sum of $1,400.00 therefore. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes 
and to determine the amount. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will direct a discount 
to be made to those persons who shall pay their taxes 
within a period of six (6) weeks from the date the rate tax 
is approved by the T’ax Commission and what per cent. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Tax Collector to accept partial payments of taxes 
on account. 


Article 15. To hear reports of committees previously 
chosen and pass any votes in relation thereto and to see 
if the Town will vote to instruct the Moderator to appoint 
such committees as seem to be necessary. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Planning Board of five members with duties as set forth in 
Sections 1-15, Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes An- 
notated, 1955, to make a study of the Town’s development 
and report to the Town appropriate recommendations for 
the promotion and maintenance of the Town’s best de- 
velopment. The Board shall consist of one Selectman and 
four other citizens appointed by the Selectmen, as provided 
in Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 


Article 17. The following shall constitute the motor 


vehicle and machinery junk yard regulations of the Town 
of Sugar Hill. 


1. All definitions and provisions of Chapter 267:1-4 N.H. 
Revised Statutes Annotated 1955 as amended by 
Chapter 275, Laws of 1955 shall be in full force and 
effect in the Town of Sugar Hill. 


2. No person or firm shall establish a junk yard within 
the Town of Sugar Hill without a permit from the 
Board of Selectmen. 
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3. No permit for a junk yard shall be issued by the Board 
of Selectmen without a prior notification of approval 
by the Town Planning Board indicating that the 
proposed location of said use will not be harmful or in- 
jurious to the use and enjoyment of properties in the 
neighborhood within which it will be situated, in the 
opinion of said Board. 


4. No burning operations for the purpose of stripping 
other materials from metal, or for disposal purposes 
shall be conducted in any junk yard. 


5. No disposal of discarded or waste materials in a junk 
yard shall be made on the premises. 


Article 18. The following shall constitute the Mobile 
Home Park Regulations of the Town of Sugar Hill. 


Definitions: 


Mobile Home: Any vehicle used or so constructed as to 
permit its being used as a conveyance and 
as a dwelling or a sleeping place for one or 
more persons, and provided with running 
water and sanitary facilities. 

Mobile Home Park: A parcel of land containing at least 
five acres upon which one or more 
mobile homes are parked or intended 
to be parked for living purposes. 

1. No person or firm shall establish or operate a mobile 

home park within the limits of the Town of Sugar Hill 
without a permit from the Board of Selectmen. 


2. Any application for such a permit must be made in 
writing to the Board of Selectmen, accompanied by a 
text and map to describe the proposed location of the 
park, the lot layout, plans for water supply and sewage 
disposal, for garbage and trash disposal, for drainage, 
for street layout and construction. 


3. Any plan for a mobile home park must meet or exceed 
the following standards: 


a. Each lot must contain not less than 20,000 square 
feet and shall have a frontage of at least 100 feet 
on a public or private street having a width of at 
least 50 feet. 

b. No lot shall contain more than one mobile home. 
No mobile home shall be placed closer than 150 
feet to an existing residence. 


> 


Each lot shall be clearly marked. 

d. Front yard setbacks shall be at least 25 feet. Rear 
yard setbacks shall be at least 25 feet. Side yard 
setbacks shall be at least 15 feet. 

e. Sanitary facilitiesmust meet or exceed all applicable 
standards of the State Department of Health. 

f. No principal buildings other than mobile homes 
shall be located in a mobile home park. 

4. Before any permit for a mobile home park shall be 
issued, the Town Planning Board shall certify to the 
Board of Selectmen that the proposed mobile home 
park will not be injurious or detrimental to the neigh- 
borhood in which it is to be situated. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to require any 
person wishing to place a mobile home in the Town, to 
request a permit from the Board of Selectmen. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to have the 
Town mapped, and to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) therefore, the 
Selectmen to have authority to secure these funds in the 
most advantageous manner to the Town. 


Article 21. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


We take pleasure in presenting herewith our second 
annual report to the voters and taxpayers of the town 
of Sugar Hill. 


The year 1963, while not nearly as hectic or exciting as 
1962, presented us with many varied problems. 


Your selectmen found themselves called upon to per- 
form many strange duties, ranging from accompanying 
the Health Officer on official visits to assisting the High- 
way Agent in trying to relieve an ice jam in the river at 
2:00 A. M. one morning 


We purchased a new snowplow and sander in 1963. 
We also purchased a calculating machine and it has made 
our office work faster and more pleasant, to say nothing 
of increasing our accuracy. We installed a tank and 
pump for our own gasoline and this has enabled us to make 
a saving of 12 cents per gallon,which will amount to a 
fairly sizeable figure in the course of a year. 


The balance sheet on pages 16-17 will show you that at 
the end of 1963 we had a cash surplus of $3,878.06. This 
was due in no small part to the efforts of our very able 
tax collector, Mrs. Parker. The cash surplus will be used 
to offset our estimated expenses in 1964 and, added to 


our increased income, it presents a good financial picture 
for 1964. 


Our liabilities now exceed our assets by $9,023.83, which 
is $6,411.62 less than in 1962, and if things go as planned 
we should show a surplus rather than a net debt by Dec. 
31, 1964. This will be a year ahead of our previous esti- 
mate and we are going to keep our fingers crossed in hopes 
that we can do it this year. 


The budget that we are presenting for 1964 shows an 
increase of estimated expenditures of about $6,000.00. 
The income estimate is nearly double that of last year 
and we feel that if this budget is adopted the amount of 
money to be raised by taxation will be somewhat less 
than in 1963, thus resulting in a slightly lower tax rate. 


We obviously can not make a firm prediction here for 
the amount of money raised is entirely up to the voters 
at the annual meeting in March. 
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We were pleased and encouraged by the number of new 
houses built in Sugar Hill during 1963 and have hopes of 
others in 1964. 


The present board of selectmen has many plans in 
mind for future improvements but we feel that a sound 
financial basis should come first and we have spent much 
effort these past two years in trying to balance the town’s 
basic needs against its income in order to avoid unreason- 
able tax rates. It now appears that we may be over the 
hump and we have greatly increased the proposed high- 
way budget, hoping that we may make progress in that 
department this year rather than merely marking time 
as we have been doing. We hope this will alleviate some 
of the reasons for complaint 


We are recommending that the town vote to have its 
property revalued by the State Tax Commission in 1964. 
Due to present circumstances we can have the job done 
this year at a considerable saving in cost. The estimated 
cost is included in our budget. We feel that the majority 
of taxpayers will be more nearly satisfied knowing that 
their appraisals have been set by experts. 

We are planning to hold our third annual ‘Unofficial’ 
Summer Town meeting on July 16, and all are welcome. 
We particularly welcome those who are unable to be 
present at the annual meeting in March. 

To those who will be present at the March meeting 
we must apologize for the lengthy warrant. You may be 
assured, however, that the evening won’t be dull. 

The Selectmen meet regularly on Monday evenings at 
the Carolina Crapo Memorial School and if you have 
problems or questions do not hesitate to come in and 
talk them over. You are even more welcome without 
problems.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and your District Chief 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest 
forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty 
years. The continued drought brought home to our 
citizens, as never before, the potential threat of destructive 
fires to their beautiful and valuable forests, homes and 
livelihood. In true American tradition of meeting a 
common threat by volunteer effort, this fire danger was 
minimized by active prevention, patrol and a relinquish- 
ing of personal rights for the common good. It was the 
greatest demonstration of public cooperation ever ex- 
perienced by those responsible for local and state fire 
control. The ready forces of volunteer fire services kept 
the losses low. For their effort and public response the 
general fire service expresses its heartfelt thanks for a 
job well done. 

Prevention, however, is not an activity for the bad fire 
years. It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our 
public conscience - a habit. Just plain carelessness with 
fire causes too many of our fires. 

The following practices and suggestions will help: 

1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn 
within the terms of the permit and in a safe place. 
Burn late in the afternoon when the wind is down or on 
rainy or damp days. Check your fire and if the winds 
develop extinguish it promptly. 

2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump- it’s safer. A 
neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 


3. Never discard lighted cigarettes or matches. Make this 
a year-round habit regardless of the safety of your 
surroundings. 

4, Children—caused fires are now a major concern. Keep 
matches away from them and teach them to respect 
fire and not make it a subject of play. 

Let’s all join with “Smokey the Bear’ and ‘Keep 
New Hampshire Green” and growing in 1964.
